The Railroad Side of the Question. 


The Sacramento Union of the 17th 
gives a report of the meeting of the 
Committee or Corporations on the pre­ 
vious night: 
The committee was full, and a few 
outsiders were present. The railroad 
company was represented by Deland 
Stanford in the main, and Superin­ 
tendent 
Towne, 
Montague, Grey, 
Hyde, and others connected with the 
company, were also in attendance. 
Several newspaper reporters, and two 
shorthand reporters of the railroad 
company, were present. 
The Chairman, Farley, stated that 
one question that must be Hettled is, 
whether the 
newspaper 
reporters 
should be allowed to remain in the 
room, and referred in unnecessarily 
severe terms to the allusions made in 
some of the papers to the “ closed 
door” meeting of the committee held 
last Thursday night. He had no ob­ 
jection to the reporters remaining, but 
desired them to make fair reports. 
[Who had done otherwise?] The other 
members expressed the same feeling, 
a n d the reporters were not disturbed. 
Farley stated that Assemblyman 
Freeman had been invited to be pres­ 
ent, and another invitation was sent 
to him, but he failed to come. 
Stanford being invited to express 
his views, said! “I was in hopes, Mr. 
Chairman, that before we proceeded 
we should be able to hear soino reasons 
advanced in favor of the bill to change 
the present rates of freights and fares, 
There are several reasons why Mr. 
Freeman’s bill, so called, should not 
become a law, and that the law under 
which the various railroad companies 
of the State were organized should not 
be changed, unless to remove certain 
restrlctmenMhat are manifest. Itail- 
roading in tne State of California, all 
things considered, is the cheapest rail­ 
roading in the world. It is the cheap­ 
est in the United States, and railroad­ 
ing in the United States is the cheap­ 
est in the world. There ought to be 
some changes, which would be an ad­ 
vantage to the railroad companies and 
to the people, to remove some restric­ 
tions that now exist; but still, as it is, 
the people can get along tolerably 
well. There is no discrimination, and 
never has been. It would not be tol­ 
erated for a moment as between in­ 
dividuals—for an individual as against 
an Individual—and I am confident that 
if by kPy ohance there was such a case, 
that so for w it can come before the 
Committee we shall show that it is 
mere a mistake of some clerk, and not 
admissible under the rules of the com- 
8 
any, and that generally the rules of 
ie company are fair and just; and are 
made not only for the protection of the 
railroad company but for the protec­ 
tion of the people also, and that they 
are necessary for the protection of the 
people. I will not extend these re­ 
marks furthor now, but trusting that 
this investigation may be of liberal 
tfharantei’ Í will offer BOJ5® ta£lc®- . 
Farley—Would it not bp better to 
read the bill over by sections so that 
you may understand it—unless you 


understand it already—and then in­ 
troduce the testimony on the various 
divisions of the bill. 
Htanford—Perhaps that would bo 
better; but the statements I have in 
reply to the bill are general. The 
statements will show that most of the 
railroads of the Htato are not paying; 
that there is no railroad that has 
reached a paying point, except the 
Central Pacific, and that the profits 
are very small and in no wise commen­ 
surate with the interest on the money 
in tlnjroad; that several of the rail­ 
roads are now operating at a loss, and 
that they are 
maintained 
in tee 
hope of development in the future that 
will bring them out. Without that, 
their struggles would cease. I will 
show you that these attacks that have 
been 
made on 
the railroads are 
not only unjust, but they are of the 
greatest injury to the people of the 
State. The misrepresentations have 
so affected the people of the State that 
it luis substantially destroyed the for­ 
eign markets for railroad purposes; 
and whereas there should have been 
(¡00 miles of railroad built—it was in 
contemplation—during lastyear, there 
have been but 100 miles built; that one 
hundred millions |of | additional prop­ 
erty would have been added to the 
State except for false and malicious 
statements put forth for personal or 
other motives. Two years ago there 
was a careful examination made by a 
committee of the Legislature, and the 
most of the facts were produced. Some 
of the parties who attacked the rail­ 
road company went before that com­ 
mittee and stated what |they knew, or 
rather stated what they did not know. 
In the first place, we will submit some 
reports, which the law requires the 
various railroad companies to make 
to the Secretary of State, and file be­ 
fore the 20th ot this month. 
Colonel Hyde then read the annual 
reports of the various railroad compa­ 
nies of the State, which have been 
made out pursuant to law. 
Stanford stated that the reports of 
former years could be found filed with 
the Secretary of State when they had 
been made under oath. These are all 
distinct corporations. There are stock­ 
holders who have stock in all the roads, 
but there are others who own stock in 
only one. He proceeded to explain 
what roads bore the different names, 
and that was the property of distinct 
stockholders. He presented a state­ 
ment of the operations of the road ex­ 
tending 40 miles beyond Visalia—the 
San Joaquin division—showing that 
the loss for operating in August last 
was $366 06. That shows how some of 
these roads pushed out in the interior 
do. All the expenditures are in coin. 
We have a statement showing the 
comparative rates of roads in this 
State and some of the Eastern States, 
showing a difference between the rates, 
and also the rates fixed by the Free­ 
man bill. Under the operation of that 
bill the branch roads will be brought 
down to below the cost of operating, 
and they cannot be run. There is no 
allowance made for the cost of hand­ 
ling freight, and that is a great addi­ 
tional expense. To illustrate: Coal is 
unloaded on our wharf at Oakland; we 
load it on the ears and move it three 
miles, and unload it. We charge the 
maximum allowed by law—15 cents 
per ton per mile, or $3 for a car-load, 
and the cost of loading and unloading 
to us would be $5; thus we would 
have to pay $2 for the privilege of car­ 
rying that coal. 
A comparative table was introduced 
showing the rate of freight per ton per 
mile on the California Pacific Rail­ 
road, the Chicago and Iowa Railroad, 
and what it would be on the former 
railroad under Freeman’s bill. The 
reduction on the California Pacific 
Railroad under Freeman’s bill would 
be about 50 per cent. 
Stanford—We do not charge the 
maximum except for short distances, 
and on a short distance on the most 
difficult part of the road. This Illinois 
Central runs through a level tract of 
country. They are doing much more 
business than we do, and that brimrs 
down the cost one-third as to business. 
On our road the grades over Livermore 
hills and up to Colfax are equal to an 
addition or 130 miles to the length of 
the road. He desired the committee 
to question Messrs. Towne, Montague 
and Gray, relative to their testimony 
given two years ago, which lie said is 
as pertinent now as it was then. 
These gentlemen were sworn and ex­ 
amined, and verified the evidence they 
gave before the committee; and the 
evidence was admitted before this 
committee also. Gray testified as fol­ 
lows: 
Q.—Has any railroad in the United 
States cost as much for construction for 
the same distance as the road over the 
Sierra Nevada? A.—No, sir; I do not 
think any road cost so much per mile. 
Q, (by Stanford)—Is that based upon 
mere difficulties of construction inde­ 
pendent of the high cost of materials? 
A.—It was the character of the coun­ 
try—the physical difficulties. 
Q.—Do you remember the price of 
Iron before the war? A,—Pretty well; 
wo used to buy first-class iron from 
$45 to $55 and $60 per ton, 
Q,.—Do you know the price we paid 
during the war, during the time we 
constructed the railroad? A.—I do 
not know very well what it cost to get 
it here, I know the price paid at Now 
York, delivered on board a ship—$85 
and $95 per ton. 
Stanford —It went up afterwards. 
The iron cost us $125 or $130 per ton 
laid down in San Francisco—that is 
with the additional cost of freight 
and insurance. This iron was shipped 
from New York around the Horn. 
About 150 miles of it came across the 
Isthmus at one time, and it cost a 
f 
-reat deal more. We did not ship any 
ron from England. The gross receipts 
from local business is not sufficient in 
winter to keep the track clear of snow, 
and if it was not for the through 
freight the Central Pacific Railroad 
would not pay expenses. 
Several other freight and passenger 
exhibits, comparative tables, etc., 
wero introduced in evidence and left 
with the Cowmitteo, but they were so 
vqluminous that it is impossible to 
give any of them. They all show the 
roads to be quite profitless, with heavy 
expenses and small receipts. 
In reply to the question, “What will 
be the practical effect on the railroads 
if Freeman’s bill becomes a law?” 
Stanford said: The branch roads will 
not run. That Is what will happen if 
the bill becomes a law. And Cali­ 
fornia will be disgraced in the eyes of 
the world. 
Theso corporations will 
not be able to pay the interest on their 
bonds sqld in the markets of the world, 
I do not believe any road in the State 


except the Central Pacific can operate 
under the bill. 
Colonel Stevenson of Solano appear­ 
ed and made a statement relative to 
the road from Vaca Station to Vaca­ 
ville. 
He said: We take 
freight 
througli to San Francisco for $6, and 
all aie satisfied witli it. 
Under Free­ 
man's bill we would get but 171 cents 
a ton, and it is worth at least a half a 
dollar to handle it. We carry about 
5,000,000 pounds a season. It is worth 
more to load fruit than grain. The 
road is built to accommodate these 
fruit men, ami it connects with the 
California Pacific at Vaca Station, and 
the loaded cars are taken on their reg­ 
ular trains. The main grumblers are 
those who sit around the stoves and do 
very little business with the road. 
We charge 50 cents for passengers,and 
Freeman’s bill allows us but 20 cents. 
That road belongs to private individ­ 
uals. It pays expenses now, but was 
once sold for taxe^f. 
The committee then adjourned to 
meet at the call of the President. It 
will certainly meet on next Thursday 
evening, and the chairman desired the 
reporters to state that persons who 
have any complaints to make for im­ 
proper conduct on the part of the rail­ 
road company are invited to come «be­ 
fore the committee and make a state­ 
ment. 
Stanford stated that he desired par­ 
ticularly that those who accused the 
company of discrimiuation should 
come, as the company denied that 
there was any discrimination.

Special: LegHlatlon. 
Une of the crying evils of the past 
ten years is special Legislation. It 
has been indulged in to an unusual ex­ 
tent both by Congress and by the Leg­ 
islatures of the different States. In 
Congress it has more frequently taken 
the form of enactments for the benefit 
of classes, while in the State Legisla­ 
tures, localities and individuals seem to 
occupy the most attention. Califor­ 
nia has happily been spared the mis­ 
take of granting special and extraor­ 
dinary privileges to corporations th at 
has cost some of her sister States so 
much trouble, but the practice of pass­ 
ing laws that are only applicable to lo­ 
calities, and of granting special privi­ 
leges to individuals has been far too 
common. 
We want uniformity in the law. 
W hat is law in one county should be 
law in all, but we often find an enact­ 
ment applying to a portion of a county 
while other parts arc not affected by 
it. 
The time of the Legislature is large­ 
ly taken up with passing laws for the 
benefit of individuals, when a general 
law would reach every case that is en­ 
titled to consideration. 
Not only are our statute books load­ 
ed with legislation that is of no interest 
to the people at large, and a great ex­ 
pense entailed upon the State, but 
special Legislation is the favorite door 
by which rascality edges its way into 
all manner of comfortable places. 


The Southern Pacific Land Crant. 


The Committee on Federal Relations 
reports in favor of a concurrent resolu­ 
tion, asking Congress to restore to the 
public domain the lands granted to 
the Southern Paciflc. The resolution 
will doubtless pass, but whether Con­ 
gress will respond is another question. 
It is only last winter that the Iowa 
Legislature was an applicant for 
honest treatm ent in the m atter of a 
land grant, and the. influence of a 
single corporation was more potential 
than that of a sovereign State. 
In the case we refer to the Rock Is­ 
land and Pacific had lost its claim to 
a hundred thousand acres of land 
by a change in the location of its line. 
Not content with taking up lands 
within the limits of its new location 
it sought to hold on to those that 
would have attached to its former line. 
To consummate this bare-faced steal 
the connivance of Congress was neces­ 
sary, and notwithstanding the'ener- 
getic protest of every honest man in 
the State, it was carried through, and 
lands worth a million of dollars, were 
stolen from the hardy settlers. 
We hope th at this may not be our 
experience, but the precedents are not 
encouraging. 


Duty on wines. 
The San Francisco Chronicle men­ 
tions, “as an item of interest to W ine 
and Spirit traders that a deputation of 
the New York Wine and Spirits 
Traders’ Association waited on the 
Secretary of the Treasury, January 
30th, and succeeded in interesting him 
in their efforts to have a uniform rate 
placed on importations of W ines and 
Spirits. A bill is now in the hands of 
the House Committee on W ays and 
Means, a provision of which, through 
the efforts of the deputation, is to be 
amended so as to make the duty on all 
Still Wines uniform—probably at or 
near forty cents a gallon. The Com­ 
missioner of Internal Revenue and 
the Committee of W ays and Means 
have given the deputation to under­ 
stand th at the rectifier’s stamp will 
not be abolished, as they request.” 


Barley Shi ment. 


Shipments of barley to the East by 
rail are becoming quite frequent. Al­ 
most every train from Sacramento 
takes several carloads. A short time 
since a large shipment was made to 
Milwaukee, Wis., and later we note 
that twenty-five carloads of choice 
barley has been shipped to St. Louis. 
Our California barley is, coming into 
demand among the brewers of the 
East, and a steady demand can be 
counted upon. 


V e n a b l e ’s bill to provide for the 
destruction of animal pests, contem­ 
plates a grand annual hunt, at which 
time an officer appointed for the pur­ 
pose, shall have power to warn out all 
the male inhabitants and wage com­ 
bined warfare against the gophers and 
squirrels, either by poison, or other 
sanguinary means. 
Venable 
must 
have got th at idea from the great cir­ 
cular hunts th at were so popular in 
the Northwestern States, in early days. 
There the game consisted of wolves 
and beare, and the sport being of the 
highest order no compulsion was re­ 
quired to bring the entire population 
into the field, but with no nobler game 
than gophers, we are afraid that 
thougii backed by the law, an officer 
will find it up-hill work to bring his 
force to the front. 


The great Naval drill at Key West 
has come off, fifteen of the best ves­ 
sels in the United Btates Navy taking 
part. 


T h a t Ban Bernardino bigamy case, 
so elaborately manufactured by the 
Express, is still on its travels. The 
last paper bitten by the egregious fab­ 
rication is the Humboldt Times of last 
week. Its publisher ought to send a 
few copies to the city of S. B. for their 
especial delectation. 


I n the Senate, on Monday, the Com­ 
mittee on W ater-Rights and Irriga­ 
tion reported with the recommenda­ 
tion that it pass, as amended, the bill 
to promote irrigation in the County of 
Los Angeles. 


T h e Kern River Water and Irrigat­ 
ing Company lins filed its articles of 
incorporation. The object of the com­ 
pany is to construct a ditch for irri­ 
gating purposes, using the water of 
Kern River.

No account is here made of the pro­ 
duction of lumber ou the Pacific Coast, 
which cannot fall short of 2,000,000,000 
feet annually. We have then an an­ 
nual production in say fourteen States 
representing the great tim ber region, 
of not less than 107,440,000,000 feet of 
lumber. Presuming that consumption, 
including exportation, keeps pace with 
production, we have an imperfect view 
of the drain which is annually made 
on our forests. An intelligent writer 
holds th at twelve years hence the tim ­ 
ber supply will fail over a large part of 
the country, and in twenty-five years 
our timber will be gone, or so nearly 
so that the great forests will be prac­ 
tically exhausted. 
Planting forests 
will yet become a regular business, as 
much so as raising grain.—[Bulletin, 


A dispatch dated at Blue Cafion, 
February I4th, says: 
The severe snow-storm that set in 
on the 12th inst., continued with great 
fury until to-day at noon.

The Summit plow, handled by seven 
engines, and having the advantage of 
grade, came down and cleared the 
track. 
This delayed the 
Eastern- 
bound train twelve hours at Blue 
Cafion. Afterwards, this train came 
in collision with the snow-plow and 
six engines at 
the Summit, badly 
smashing two engines and temporarily 
disabling another. No one hurt. This 
caused a further delay of four hours. 
Another start was made, and the road 
cleared toTruckee, the Western-bound 
passenger train getting away from 
there twelve hours behind time. Tim 
road is now open, and trains can pro­ 
ceed on time. From four to six feet of 
snow fell duriug the storm, and the 
plows have piled it up on each side of 
the road from fifteen to twenty feet 
high. 
The oldest settlers in these 
mountains never before experienced so 
severe a winter as this has proved to be.

An English inventor has patented a 
contrivance for escaping from the up­ 
per stories of a building while the 
lower portion is wrapped in flames. 
The machine is a flexible canvas 
ahoot, strongly fixed to an iron rim, 
which forms its mouth, and is so ad­ 
justed as to admit of ready access to 
the bag. A strong iron stancheon, ad­ 
justed to the rim, admits of its being 
fixed to a window; the shoot is then 
allowed to gently drop, and is seized 
by some one outside. 
The person 
descending has merely to stretch knees 
and elbows out, by which means the 
rapidity of transit can be regulated, 
and in a few seconds he is deposited 
safely on the ground. In case nervous­ 
ness should prevent any one from fol­ 
lowing the inventor’s direction», a too 
rapid descent can be prevented by the 
person at the bottom if the shoot 
twisting it for some distance, and 
gradually unfolding the twist as the 
occupant descends.

Tho Spanish fort of San Juan do 
Pinos, now called Fort Marion, at St 
Augustine. Florida, is the oldest forti­ 
fication on the western continent still 
used as a place of defense. It covers 
about an acre of ground, and would 
accommodate a garrison of 1,000 men 
with 100 guns. It was begun in 1620 
and completed in 1756, thaIndians be­ 
ing compelled to do the labor of build­ 
ing. Over the entrance is the Span­ 
ish coat of arms, and the names ot tho 
then Governor, tho chief engineer of 
the works, and the date of the com­ 
pletion of the fort. In 1835 a dungeon 
was discovered by the caving of a wall 
from above, and in it were two iron 
cages, just large enough to admit the 
body of a mau, and each contained the 
skeleton. Who the victims were there 
is no tradition to tell. In one of the 
dungeons Osceola was chained, previ­ 
ous to his removal to Fort Moultrie. 
The fort is now garrisoned by an old 
sergeant. 
Appropriations of $30,000 for Fort 
Point; $30 000 for Lime Point, and 
$20,000 for Alcatraz, embrace all the 
money that will be spent by Congress 
on the Pacific Coast fortifications the 
coming year. 
An effort to obtain 
something for defenses at San Diego 
failed.

The bill authorizes the 
Secretary of the Interior to allot to 
each San Luis Rey Coahuiln or Dig­ 
ues Indian who is a head of a family 
or twenty years of age, and who lias 
resided continuously for five years on 
any portion of the public lands in San 
Diego, San Bernardino or Los Angeles 
counties, made improvements thereon, 
forty acres of lands, to be exempt from 
taxation.

T he N a tio n a l G ra n g e on R a ilro ad s. 


Grand Master Adams, in his address 
before the National Grange at St. Louis, 
a portion of which has already been 
transmitted by telegraph, treated the 
railroad problem after the following 
manner. Mr. Adams says: 
I need not here repeat what the dis- 
enssions of the last two years have de­ 
veloped concerning the rascalities of 
watered stock, construction companies 
buying legislators in State and nation, 
and Credit Mobilier. These have been 
exposed till we fully understand them. 
What shall be tho remedy? Where 
lies the difficulty? For even in our 
own ranks there is a battle of opinion. 
Some advocate new routes East, sub­ 
sidized by Government, either rail or 
canal. Others would have new roads 
made by private enterprise, and trust 
to competition. 
The first of these 
would require many years before they 
could afford the relief which we want 
now, and besides, would surely develop 
into other Credit Mobiliers. The sec­ 
ond 
would 
only add 
one 
more 
link to the chain, which now binds 
us hand and foot. I see no solution 
of this question, but for Congress 
to avail itself of its constitutional right 
to regulate commerce between the 
States, and for the States themselves 
to regulate the tariffs within their own 
boundaries. That the right is vested 
in the Government of the State and 
nation seems wholly clear. When a 
railroad is to be built, the line of 
which crosses my private property, I 
do not wish to have the property mu­ 
tilated. I frankly so inform the rail- 
raod. Government now steps in and 
very properly says: “This railroad is 
for the development of tho State, and, 
on the ground that the public good de­ 
mands its construction, you must sell 
them your right of way, and we will 
allow you an exceedingly reasonable 
compensation 
therefor.” 
Now, it 
seems olear to me that the same Gov­ 


ernment which can take my land for 
the public good and fix a price there­ 
for, can say to this railroad: “The pub­ 
lic good demands that you carry 
freights and passengers at reason­ 
able rates, which you henceforth 
must do, and wo will decide what 
those rates shall be.” As well as any 
one, I fully appreciate the difficulties 
which lie in the way of tariff fixed by 
law. 
I can easily sec where it may 
sometimes work hardship, and even 
actual wrong; hut it is amazing—it 
seems to me preposterous—that disin­ 
terested men are not as competent as 
those interested to fix rates which 
shall be just to railroads and the peo­ 
ple. 
To rely on competition for relief will 
only bring renewed disappointment. 
Our past history shows that the rapid 
increase of railroads lias only resulted 
in the more gigantic combinations. 
It will perhaps be difficult to induce 
our National Legislature, and most of 
our State Legislatures to pass any 
such law which will be efficient, for 
there is no money in it. The proposi­ 
tions which will be most likely to meet 
with favor in those august bodies will 
be the building of new railroads or 
digging vast canals, which will allow 
them the opportunity to spend $50,­ 
000,000 or $100,000,000 which we will 
at last have the producers’ privilege of 
paying. When such amouuts as that 
are to be expended, it is easy to ad­ 
vance a class of arguments which usu­ 
ally carry conviction to legislators. 
Besides those artificial 
highways, 
nature lias placed a most magnificent 
river right through the heart of the 
agricultural region of our country, 
reaching from the wheat fields of Min­ 
nesota to the sugar plantations of 
Louisiana, which, with a small ex­ 
penditure, can be made capable of 
nearing on its bosom the productions 
of a continent. Even now a single 
rapid, a sand-bar, and a most heartless 
tow-boat ring are all that seriously 
impedes its navigation. Matters of 
such importance as these should re­ 
ceive at your hands most patient in­ 
vestigation and careful consideration.

Practical Results of Encouraging Home In­ 


dustry. 


The following coraprehenwive state­ 
ment of the results or a little invest­ 
ment In a manufacturing establish­ 
ment in the town of Canton, Ohio, is 
well worthy of study bv the people of 
soma of the towns of this State. It 
contains also a good lesson for the 
Grangers and farmers generally of the 
SUte. Let them assist to establish 
jute factories, agricultural implement 
manufactories sugar beet factories, 
etc., and the result to the towns and 
the surrounding agricultural interests 
will be as they were in Canton. Read 
the statement: 
A good illustration of what manu­ 
facturers can do for a town may be 
found In the history of Canton, Ohio, 
where Ball’s reapers are made. When 
the inventor went there it was one of 
the dullest and least productive towns 
in the State, retrogadmg in wealth and 
imputation. But some of the citizens 
appreciated it and its possibilities of 
improvement. Ball asked for $10,000 
to help start a manufactory; it was 
raised for him. In live years the town 
had doubled in population and trebled 
its taxable valuation; and out of the 
investment had sprung two large ag­ 
ricultural implement manufactories, 
employing 2,500 men, one of plows, 
exclusively, one of stoves and hollow- 
ware, one of reaper and mower knives, 
one of saddlery hardware, two of horse 
rakes,-one of farm wagons, one of cul­ 
tivators, one of wrought iron bridges, 
one of soaps, and others of miscella­ 
neous character. In supplying this 
large population a market for farm 
produce 
has also 
been created, 
which is building up all the region 
round about, and carrying wealth and 
comfort into homes within a circuit of 
twenty miles.—[Sac. Record. 


A ll I m p o r ta n t R a ilro a d C ase. 


The cose of the Administrators of 
Peck vs. the New York Central Rail­ 
road, which was tried at the recent 
circuifin Chenango County, has just 
been concluded. A correspondent of 
the Binghampton Times gives the fol­ 
lowing summary: “The facts, briefly, 
are these: Peck was riding from Utica 
to Albany. He had bought his ticket 
and entered one of the common pas­ 
senger coaches. This was crowded. 
The conductor came along, and Peck, 
being an invalid, asked for a seat, and 
was told to go into one of the palace 
cars attached to the train, and there 
he could find a place to sit. He did so. 
The conductor of the palace car asked 
Peck to see his ticket. Peck showed 
him the one he had purchased at the 
office at Utica. The conductor of the 
car informed him that the ticket was 
not sufficient; that he must pay extra 
fare for riding in the palace car. Peck 
refused to do so, claiming that he was 
entitled to a seat; that the overloaded 
condition of the other coaches had 
driven him into the palace car. The 
result of the war of wprds was the 
stoppage of the train ana the expul­ 
sion of Mr. Peck. On his return home 
Mr. Peck brought suit for damages. 
It was tried a year or more since, and 
a verdict of $8,000 obtained. 
The 
railroad company appealed. The case 
wras sent back for a new trial. In the 
meantime Mr. Peck had died, but his 
administrators continued the suit. It 
was tried, as said above, at the present 
circuit, and resulted iu a verdict for 
the administrators of $4,000.” 


The Southern Democrats restored 
to power are doing very little to 
increase the talent in the United 
States Senate of their section. In thjs 
respect, their position is little better 
than that of the carpet-baggers. Mr. 
Cobert E. Withers, just chosen Sena­ 
tor from Virginia, is said to be a very 
ordinary man. He was elected over 
such able competitors as R. M. T. Hun­ 
ter and A. A. H. Stuart. Railroad in­ 
terests and a Confederate war record 
carried the day for Withers; Georgia 
had before passed over Toombs and 
Stephens, and elected Gen. Gordon, 
another rebel soldier, without much 
besides this fact to recommend him. 
Missouri has displaced Frank Blair for 
a Mr. Bogy, whose chief recommend­ 
ation was his money. 
Maryland 
chooses a Mr. Dennis, a railroad con­ 
tractor. 
Neither Ransom nor Mer- 
rimon of North Carolina, nor Nor­ 
wood of Georgia, nor Cooper of Ten­ 
nessee, nor Goldth waite of Alabama, 
nor Davis of West Virginia, nor John­ 
son of Virginia, are near the average 
in ability of the Senators from the 
older States of the North. The South 
has not a first-class man in the Senate, 
and Bayard of Delaware, and Steven- 
sofi of Kentucky are the only Sena­ 
tors she has that can claim to be 
counted even in the second rank. 
W ith men like Sumner, the Morrills, 
Edmunds, Conkling, Thurman, Sher­ 
man, Morton, Carpenter and Schurz 
(for the latter really belongs to the 
North), the North isas immeasurably 
her superior in intellect as she is in 
wealth and in physical preponderance 
in the general relations of the sec­ 
tions. 


Virginia may no longer lay claim 
to the proud title of the “Mother of 
Presidents,” if the Washington direc­ 
tory is to be relied on. For, according 
to that publication, the District con­ 
tains no less than 4 Thomas Jeflersons, 
J James Madisons, 4 John Adams, 3 
John Quincy Adams, and—think of 
it—27 George Washingtons.
